The cold 'developed into pneu- 


monia. At once Mrs. Longwortb 
was summoned. His condition be- 
came worse late yesterday. 


A decided turn for the worse 


was noted in the official bulletin 
on the -speaker's condition last 
night which said a crisis was in- 
"timated. 


The 9:30 bulletin of the attend- 


ing physicians this morning indi- 
cated that a crisis was at hand 
and doubt was expressed that he 
would come through. 


A few minutes before 11 o'clock 


newspaper reporters waiting in 
front of the Curtis home were in- 
formed of the speaker's death.

Believe Cermak's Election 


Following Ham Lewis 


To Have Bearing 


G. 0. P. IS OPPOSITE 


Possibility Of Dem. Mar-

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The 


smashing victory of Anton Cermak 
over William Hale Thompson in 
Chicago's mayoralty election, view? 
ed by the Democrats as a hopeful 
sign of a presidential success next 
year, was stamped today by admin- 
istration leaders as a "purely local 
affair," carrying no significant 
protent for the 1931 campaign. 


Some administration leaders in- 


terpreted the elimination -of "B!g 
Bill" as an advantage to the Repu- 
blican party in the middle west. 
They viewed it as a Republican as- 
set to have the Democrats respon- 
sible for the administration 
of 


Chicago in the midst of a presi- 
dential campaign at a period when 
crime is increasing, due to unem- 
ployment. At least, they argued, 
if the Democrats fail to stamp out 
crime in the windy -city, it will 
[give Republican orators a talking 
ipbmt agaiast'« chsngi'^^fc na- 
tional administration in Washing- 
ton. 


DICKINSON TALKS 


"If the Republican j>arty in Il- 


linois and particularly in Chica- 
go observed Senator Dickinson 
(R) of Iowa, "get rid of some more 
dead timber, we can win a tre- 
mendous victory there in 1932." 


To this Sen. 'McNary (R) of 


Oregon, assistant leader of the 
Senate added: "It was a purely 
local affair with no significance as 
regards 1932." 


Senator Jones (R) of Washing- 


ton said: "It seems a good thing 
for the Republican party to get a 
change of leadership in Chicago. I 
see the mayoralty contest a local 
matter and I cannot see how it will 
affect the 1932 election." 


This opinion was largely shared,] 


too by the Republican independents 
and insurgents. 


"I anticipated Mayor Thompson 


was going to be defeated," said Se- 
nator Borah (R) of Idaho. "It was 
purely a local 
election, Mayor 


Thompson had merely run out his 
string, but he may surprise every- 
body and be heard from in another 
year. I think the result will have 
not the slightest effect in 1932. be- 
cause there were no national issues 
involved in the election." 


DEMOCRATS HAPPY 


The Democrats though were glee- 


ful, because it gave them hope of 
carrying Illinois in the next presi- 
dential campaign. 
They argued 


that a Democratic senator 
vras 


elected in 1930 and a Democratic 
mayor in 1931. indicating the pos- 
sibility of a Democratic victory in 
1932.

NOW SOHIO TEMPERS .GASOLINE

Just as heat puts new life in metal... 


so heat-tempering puts a new 


edge on motor fuel 


HELLO EVERYBODY! 


You know, it has been my experience that 
if you stand around long enough where 
people are working, somebody wiil come 
along sooner or later and shove n broom 


in your hud. I've bad it happen to me so often, in so 
many different places, that it's got so I sort of expect it. 
But doggoned if those Sohio folk* didn't knock me clean 
off my pins with what they sashayed up and banded me 
while I was getting the low-down on their new heat-tem- 
pered gasoline. It wasn't any broom, boys and girls. No, 
by jingo! It was a sword—a regular old snickersnee, edged 
up so sharp, that you could have shaved with it. 
Sounds sort of goofy, doesn-t it? Just the 
same, it's a fact. That sword was no optical illusion, no 
fake. It was the finest piece of steel that I hare ever 
handled. Yon could bend the blade double and it would 
spring straight and true again the instant it was released. 
I did that several times—just dumbly obeying instruc- 
tions—before I finally got the point. 
It was heat-tempering, they told me, that had 
given the sword that wonderful double-jointed quality. If 
it hadn't been heat-tempered—and right to a turn—its first 
bend would have been its last. It would have snapped. 
And the dickens of a lot of good it would have been on 
the battle-field, busting the irst time its owner smote a 
smite with it. 


In • general kind of a way, we all know that tempering 
improves steel. Well, just so. Beat-tempering puts life and 
power into ordinary gasoline tWt turns it into a super foci 
for automobiles. That was the discovery of toe Sohio 
scientific researcher* wbicb ajow makes heat-tempered 
X-70 avaifcbk to the Ohio saotoring public. 


SeeiM Art it all boils *ma to • matter of molecule*. 


Tempering changes the physical structure of steel—stirs 
up the molecules and lines them into new combinations. 
Heat does the trick with steel, and it does the same trick 
with gasoline. 
Apply enough heat to gasoline—say one thou- 
sand degrees or more —and the hydrocarbon molecules 
that composed it go looping the loop all over the lot. In 
the course of the riot the atoms that make up the hydro- 
carbon molecules change partners, and in these new unions 
they yield an increased energy that was just a dream until 
Sohio's chemical sorcerers pulled their scoop with X-70- 


Sixty years ago when John D. Rockefeller's first little 
one-lung refinery started up on the site of today's great 
Sohio plant, the boys who operated it wouldn't have 
recognized a molecule if they'd seen one. Of course, they 
never did see one. Even up to the present time, no man 
has ever seen a molecule; for molecules arc so infinites- 
imally tiny that the most powerful modern microscopes 
cannot bring them into view. All the same, the whole art 
of refining—every development in that art—revolves 
around die molecule. 


The earliest and simplest method of refining consisted of 
building a fire under a tank of crude, and trapping and 
condensing the vapors as they boiled off. Gasoline has the 
lowest boiling point of all die various ingredients and is 
the first of them to stew away from the crude. That— 
scientists know it now—is because it is made up of the 
lightest molecules. 


Until the beat of the mass reaches four hundred and thirty- 
seven degrees, the molecules that waft off in vapor are 
gasoline molecules. The remaining'oils each have their

own range of boiling point*, according to the weight of the 
molecules composing them. Kerosene follows gasoline in 
saying good-bye to home and mother, and steaming off into 
the condensing coils. 


A lot of us who still manage to get around without using 
wheel-chairs can remember when the petroleum product 
in greatest demand was kerosene. In those days the gaso- 
line that boiled off ahead of the kerosene was just so much 
waste. It was worse than waste from the pioneer refiner's 
point of view. Not only was there no commercial use for 
it, but it was a menace. 
Then the automobile and the electric light came 
along, and the demand gradually and steadily shifted from 
kerosene to gasoline. Not many years passed before re- 
finers were shedding tears over that spilled gasoline of the 
old days. Benzine-buggies had multiplied so rapidly on the 
road that it looked as if the supply of gasoline must run 
short. And it might have, if a method of getting a bigger 
gasoline yield from the crude hadn't been discovered. 


That development — a process called "cracking"—came 
about 1910. Cracking is—hold your hat for this blast!—the 
"pyrogenie decomposition of petroleum hydrocarbons." 
In die process, the heavier oils left after the extraction of 
gasoline and kerosene were heated tinder pressure until 
their pot-bellied molecules broke up into smaller ones. It 
was jwst a process of making little ones out of big ones. 
When die "cracked" residue was reheated, die bnstcd-up 
molecules vaporized at boiling points south of 437 degrees ^ 
and condensed into gasoline. 
£ 


It is an extension of dait same "cracking" principle—a v» 
dramatic extension, involving heats and pressures whose ' 
very suggestion would have raised the hair of the original 
crackers—which is represented in Sohio X-70. 


In X-70 those light gasoline molecules themselves are 
cracked. Driven into new combinations and alignments, 
diey produce a fuel that burns at such a rate and in such 
a way that power is greatly increased and "knocking" 
becomes a dung of the past.

a line just so long, and Chen, with 
a merry flip of his tail, proceeding 
upon his former joyous path of 
freedom, leaving behind a frothing 
human to stagger back to camp 
and stammer out the knowledge 
that he had a whopper—but he 
got away." 
; The big fish gets away, Cooper 
declares, because he is well quali- 
fied to earn his freedom 


"A fishing rod," he points out, 


"is a far mo~re fragile thing than 
most persons suppose, 
especially 


the light affairs with which trout 
arc taken 
A fish isn't caught by 


the strength of the rod, it's the 
tension which gradually wears him 
out and makes him give up the 
struggle. Therefore, the handling 
of a large fish is a matter of time, 
in which 
certain 
elements 
are 


working 
inevitably against the 


fisherman, the principal 
one of 


which is the place in which his 
hook 
has 
lodged 
in the fish's 


mouth " 


A big fish, Cooper says m his 


article in The Elks Magazine, has 
an excellent 
chance 
of getting 


away if he is hooked in the side of 
the mouth, which is made up of 


weak flesh. He has the power to 
wear the hook loose. So It'a no 
wonder the whoppers get away— 
and the fisherman who tells about 
'cm isn't—necessarily, at least- 
improving natuic ivlth the art of 
story telling
